But they 
are also planning what to do if the 
weather breaks against them. Wet corn 
can be dried. Soft corn can be made 
into silage. 


So farmers watch the weather, hope 
for the best, plan for the worst.

DOLPH SPIES of Palo Alto county, 

lowa, got tired of taking docks for 

moisture content when he sold his 

corn. So in 1950 he bought a mechanical 
corn dryer. 

Now he’s ready for soft or high-mois- 
ture corn this year. Spies owns 24 farms 
totaling 5,000 acres. He gets grain rent. 
Denton Myers, Humboldt county, lowa, 
installing a corn dryer for this crop.

So let’s see how corn can be dried.

can dry 1,200 to 1,500 bushels of corn 
in seven to eight hours. 

Cost of drying corn on the Palo Alto 
county farms was about two cents per 
bushel for fuel and power, Spies said. 
It’s about eight cents for all costs—depre- 
ciation, interest, labor and fuel. 

You can dry corn with unheated air, 
however. Some farmers have done it. 
Some experiment stations recommend it. 

All you need to dry corn by forced air 
is an air chamber built into the crib and 
a fan to force air into the air chamber 
and*out thru the corn. 

The air chamber must be tight, of 
course, except where the corn is piled 
against it. Corn must be of almost ex- 
actly even thickness on each side of the 
air chamber. 

Here’s another method. You can attach 
a canvas air duct to the side of almost any 

crib. But take pains 
to stop air leakage 
where the canvas 
joins the crib. 

How can you fix 
ordinary double cribs 
for forced air drying 
of corn? H. J. Barre, 
Purdue University en- 
gineer, says that this 
method will work: 

Build an air cham- 
ber in the middle of 

the driveway. Maybe 


will dry 1,200 should be big 
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to 1,500 bushels of corn in seven or eight hours’ 
time. Conveyor takes dry corn from the bins. 


enough for a man to 
walk thru. Then fill 
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crib, driveway side cribs and all. Blow air 
into the chamber and out thru the corn. 
Barre says air can be forced thru 12 to 
16 feet of ear corn without difficulty. Six 
or eight feet of shelled corn is the limit. 
Cribs and bins are on the market that 
are built for forced air drying of both ear 
and shelled corn. They have air chambers 
designed to force air evenly thru the corn. 
Another way is to use natural corn dry- 
ing methods, if moisture is not too high. 
Cribs can be provided with ventilators. 
If you use natural air drying methods, 
make sure that enough vents are supplied 
so that all corn is within four feet of air. 
Cross ventilators are considered supe- 
rior to upright vents. But cross venti- 
lators may lead into a vertical escape. 
Then, of course, you can build tall, 
narrow cribs of a temporary or semi- 
permanent kind. They should not be 
wider than six feet, and located 
where winds will hit them broadside. 


Hither of these natural air drying meth- 
ods may condition your corn if moisture 
content is not over 22 per cent. But some 
molding might result if weather is bad. 

When selecting a method of handling 
this year’s corn, this is worth remember- 
ing: Money or time spent on drying 
methods is not just for this year. You can 
use the same machinery and methods 
profitably in ordinary years. 

Corn drying can mean early picking 
and less waste in the field. It can mean 
better prices for corn, or better feeding 
value in any year.

What is holding off price advances? An 
increase in civilian use

When arms production starts to roll- 
ing, some civilian shortages are likely to 
appear.

What are we doing.to check inflation 
when it gets to rolling? Not much. We 
talk about using more taxes and credit 
controls.

On credit, we’re actually stimulating 
inflation. When you buy things on the 
installment plan, you put less down and 
have longer to pay. When you buy a new 
house, you pay 15 per cent down and have 
25 years to pay.

It was a 
good hog show and a good draft horse 
show. 

The old files of Wallaces’ Farmer still 
bring back memories of a livestock re- 
porter for the biggest state fair in the 
whole nation. The privilege of a seat in 
the center of the big livestock arena was 
accepted as a promotion, 


Aa in 1922, the same boy, now a 

man of family, carried an exhibitor’s 
pass to the lowa Fair. A herdsman for 
the first exhibit of commercial replace- 
ment cattle (feeder steers) had some very 
pleasant duties. 

In 1926, the little daughter spoiled her 
clothes on the children’s playground up 
on the hill. The little girl, now thirty 
years old, still remembers the grand time 
she had that wonderful day at the 1926 
lowa State Fair. 


HE Dallas county boy had another 
first at the Iowa State Fair in 1937. 
That was the year when growing hybrid 
corn first appeared on the fairgrounds. 
At the 1951 State Fair, the same man, 
three times a grandfather, sat in the live-

So they’re figuring on some wet and 
some soft corn. If they don’t have to fool 
with either, that’s fine. But if frost comes 
early, or at the usual time, they’ll be 
ready to meet the situation. 

In other words, they’re going to cry 
“Wolf” once more. And hope again that 
he won’t show up.

And prices were higher than 
earlier seemed likely. Calves at the end 
of August were being contracted at $34 
to $40; yearlings, $32.50 to $35; two-year- 
old steers, $30 to $32. 

These figures indicate that the present 
attitudes of buyers and sellers are bullish. 
They do not necessarily mean that prices 
of stockers and feeders will hold steady 
between now and the end of the grazing 
season.

For the selling price has an 
upper lid on it because of OPS price ceil 
And fat cattle are selling at ceilings 
now. So most farmers will have to figure 
on making their profits from the feeding 
operation itself. 

This makes it important for farmers to 
fit the cattle to their feed supply. Feed 
conditions are not uniform over Iowa this 
fall. Most farms have lots of green feed. 
gut the corn cro» varies widely. Quality 
of hay varies, too. 

Feed grain supplies for the nation as a 
whole are down about six per cent per 
head of livestock from a year ago. But 
local conditions this year are likely to 
play a more important part in the prices 
of feed. 


Ings. 


The good corn crop in the eastern 
corn belt is likely to result in Iowa 
corn prices above their usual rela- 
tionship to Chicago. Thus, the Iowa 
farmer probably can figure on corn 
at from $1.60 to $1.75 per bushel on 
the farm. 


Cattle feeders can use these figures to 
give some idea of the amount of feed re- 
quired to handle the cattle they have 
under consideration. By applying their 
own ideas on costs, they can make a pret- 
ty close estimate of what their feed bill 
will come to. 

Subtracting this from the selling price 
(ceiling for the kind of cattle they have) 
gives the figure they can afford to pay for 
the feeder cattle, and break even. 

Information based on records of a large 
number of feeders in Iowa and Illinois 
leads us to these conclusions: Figure 
corn at $1.60 per bushel, and other feeds 
in line with this. Also include interest and 
normal death risk. Figure selling price 
on the farm next year for choice to low 
prime cattle at $55. (Actual ceiling de- 
pends upon how the cattle will yield.) 
Cattle are fed in the dry-lot. 

Under these assumptions, an average 
Iowa feeder could afford to pay about $40 
for choice steer calves to break even on 
feed, interest and death risk. The com- 
parable figure for choice yearlings is be- 
tween $354 and $35. And for two-year- 
olds $33. (This assumes hay and pasture 
are in line with $1.60 corn—which makes 
a pretty good sale for these roughages. ) 

Any profits a farmer would make 
would have to come from buying the feed- 
er cattle cheaper than these figures—o1 
from a good sale of his roughages and the 
value of the manure. 


Using the same assumptions, me- 
dium steers can not be purchased for 
more than the expected selling price 
for them as fat cattle—if the farmer 
figures his feed costs according to the 
above. 


Actually, however, most farmers put 
lower cost feed into their plain cattle. 
So the break-even figure is higher than 
this analysis would indicate. 

These figures are rough, of 
Farmers vary in their abilities as feeders. 
Some can do better than this. Others, 
poorer. 

But, in general, they point up two 
conclusions. Plain cattle which can har- 
vest a lot of low-value feed, and calves 
which can put on a lot of pounds of 
growth look like the best buys for the 
lowa cattle feeder this fall.

Late Corn Makes 
Silage Problem 


Cut Right After Frost, Says College 
Man ... Add Water If It’s Necessary 


“7 LIKE to cut corn for silage 

when the ears are dented and 
the stalks are still green.” So said 
Carl Lindemann, Humboldt coun- 
ty, lowa. 

It’s a good rule in ordinary 
years. But this year you may 
want to cut your latest field for 
silage. It may never reach the 
dented-ear and green-leaf stage. 

So silage makers have a special 
problem this year. When do you 
cut corn for silage if it may be 
frosted before it gets ripe? 

Three methods may come to 
mind: (1) Wait for_frost, then cut 
immediately; (2) cut the corn in 
the dough or early-dent stage 
when the time comes that frost is 
likely; (3) cut when you can get 
to it after frost, and add water if 
necessary. 


W. B. Nevins of the Illinois 
College of Agriculture recom- 
mends that frosted corn be 
put into the silo immediately. 
He gives two reasons why you 
should hurry. 

Much of the feeding value is in 
the leaves, which begin to dry up 
in a few days and may blow away. 
Delay means that corn may get So 
iry that it is hard to keep as 
silage. 

If you can arrange your work 
so you can start the silage cutter 
immediately after frost, it’s prob- 
ably the best method. You get all 
of the feed value the season will 
put into the corn. Moisture con- 
tent should be about right as the 
drying leaves should balance the 
wet ears. 

But you may know that you 
can’t cut all of the corn right after 
the frost strikes. Not enough help 
or machinery in your neighbor- 
heod. What then? Start ahead of 
the frost? 

Corn cut in the dough or early- 
dent stage risks two losses. The 
moisture content may be so high 
that the silage will be sour and 
unpalatable. You may lose some 
of the feed value that a little more 
time would put in the ears. 
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This method isn’t generally rec- 
ommended. But you might cut 
some corn in the dough or early- 
dent stage if you could mix it with 
enough mature corn to reduce the 
moisture content. 

The third method is to wait for 
frost, then cut the corn for silage 
as fast as you can. Add water as 
the corn gets too dry. 

This is the method you may 
have to follow. Nevins says good 
silage can be made by adding wa- 
ter. But you might need some 
kind of moisture tester, 


If you have no moisture 
tester in your neighborhood, 
Nevins says moisture percent- 
age can be found this way: 
Take five or more representa- 

tive plants, split the stalks and 
chop finely, ears and all. Weigh 
carefully to one-tenth pound. Then 
spread the material in shallow 
baking pans lined with paper. 

Subject the pans to tempera- 
tures that will dry the corn with- 
out scorching the paper. Use an 
oven at about 250 degrees for the 
first hour. 

Dry the corn until the weight 
stops shrinking. Then divide the 
weight of the dry sample by the 
weight of the sample when wet. 
For example, the sample when put 
in the pans weighed 4.2 pounds; 
when dry, it weighed 1.3 pounds; 
1.3 divided by 4.2 equals .31, which 
is the per cent of dry matter. 

Nevins says corn silage should 
contain 25 to 30 per cent of dry 
matter when put in the silo. 

If water must be added, it can 
be run into the blower pipe. Or 
a man can carry a hose while 
tramping the silage. Any method 
is all right that mixes the water 
with the silage as you fill. 

Silage from frosted corn may 
not be quite as good as silage from 
dented ears and green stalks, But 
you save feed that might be hard 
to save in any other way. And, 
if moisture content is watched, 
palatable silage can be made from 
late corn.

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More Hogs Coming 
To Market 


October And November Will Be Heavy 


Months. Better Prospects In January 


ye are you going to sell 
your spring pigs? 

If you got early litters and head- 
ed them for an early market, you 
haven’t much choice. Send them in 
as soon as they’re ready. 


If you got late litters and 
brought them along slow, your 
answer is easy too. Hold back 


for the January-February market. 
Heavy runs should be over then, 
and consumer buying should be up. 

But the real problem comes if 
you have pigs that—at present rate 
of feeding—would be ready in the 
October-December period. 

What’s going to happen then? 

We can be sure of heavy hog 
shipments thru October and No- 
vember. And maybe in Decem- 
ber, too. 

Hog receipts will be way above 
last vear, and prices will be lower 
than last year. The bottom may 
hit $17 average at Chicago. 

How do you market to avoid that 
low spot? 


Ship in September if you 
can, of course. Top out the 
herd. If the market is flooded 
for a day or two, hold back but 
don’t hold back long. 


How heavy should you make 
your hogs? There’s an argument 
for 225-pounders. Lard will be 


cheap. 

But watch out for a run of light 
hogs from the marginal 
around the edge of the corn belt. 
A lot of folks raised hogs and don’t 
have enough corn to feed them to 
heavy weights. They have to sell 
light. 

If the market is flooded with 
light hogs, packers will pay more 
for heavy for a while. So 
there is a chance that you'll find 
days when a 275-pound hog will do 
better than a 225-pound hog. 

There will be a lot of soft corn 
around this fall. What will that 
do? In soft corn territory, it may 
mean that some pigs headed for 
early October may be sold in late 
October or early November. 

So soft corn may make the early 
October market a little better than 
it might otherwise be. 

But regardless of soft corn, 
October and November shipments 
will be heavy. Farmers will have 
to watch the market carefully, stay 


areas 


hogs 


out when the yards are clogged, 
ship when things loosen up a little. 

When will the heavy runs be 
over? The worst may be over by 
the end of November or early 
December. It depends partly on 
how many hogs are held back to 
eat soft corn. 


How much will packers help 
the hog market by buying heavily 
for storage this fall? Nobody 


knows except the packers and they 
may not be certain yet. 

If they think plenty of hogs are 
coming in, they may not buy 
heavily for storage. If they think 
we'll get more inflation in 1952, 
they may buy $17 hogs this fall in 
the hope of selling pork at a $20 
or $25 live hog rate next year. 


What about government ac- 
tion? Parity on hogs is $21.30 
per hundred. Ninety per cent 
of parity is $19.17. But the 
market price is likely to fall 
far below that point. 


Won’t the government do some- 
thing? Unfortunately for the hog 
farmer, the law-says nothing about 
supporting hog prices at ninety per 
cent of parity. The secretary of 
agriculture may support prices 
somewhere between 0 and 90 per 
cent of parity. But the secretary is 
only given one way to do it. He 
can buy pork and store it. 
and the public have 
been very critical of purchase and 
storage of perishables in order to 
provide price support. Secretary 
Brannan has asked and been re- 
fused the right to let the market 
price drop, let the pork be eaten 
up, and give the farmer the dif- 
ference between the market price 
and the support price. 

So the administration, with what 
it thinks are inadequate powers, 
will move reluctantly to support 
hog prices without new legislation 
by congress. Yet, if hog prices 
drop below 80 per cent of parity 
($17) there will be a roar for help 
from farm districts. 

Hog producers had better not 
count on this. For them, the best 
advice seems to be: Get your hogs 
in early if you can. If you can’t, 
sell on the upturns thru the heavy 
marketing season. If you have late 
pigs, carry them along until Jan- 
uary or February.

Corn In Dough 


Half Made 


College Tests Show Feeding Value Of 
Corn At Six Stages — Milk To Dent 


I he much do you lose if corn 

is cut or frosted before it is 
ripe? How does feed value com- 
pare between dough stage and full 
dent? Half dented and fully ma- 
ture? 

You need the answer to those 
questions when you cut silage. 
You need it when you buy seed 
corn. And it’s handy information 
in years when frost threatens to 
kill the corn. 


Tests were made in 1948 at 
Iowa State College. Corn was 
harvested at six stages before 
maturity. Then the dry mat- 
ter content was determined. 
Robert H. Shaw, associate 
professor of agricultural cli- 
matology, reports on the re- 
sults: 


If corn is cut or killed by frost 
at the middle dent stage, the grain 
will have only about two-thirds of 
the dry matter the same corn 
would have at maturity. 

At the late dent stage, you still 
lose one-seventh of the feed value 
in the ears. Shaw says that in 
some cases corn may gain in dry 
matter content even after full 
dent is reached. 

The loss on immature corn 
seems to be high. It becomes im- 
portant to farmers in several farm 
operations. So let’s take a look at 
the loss at each one of the six 
immature stages. 

The test was made this way: 
Dry matter was considered the 
test of feed value. Two hundred 
kernels were used in determining 
dry matter at the different stages. 
All ears were of the same hybrid 
variety and grown in the same 
field. ; 

Mature corn had 43.7 grams of 
dry matter per 200 kernels. The 
loss at each stage is figured on 
this basis. 

Here’s the comparison: 

1. EARLY MILK: Kernels very 
milky when punctured with the 
thumb-nail. 

Not much feed value in the Ker- 
nels at this stage. Two hundred 
kernels contained 9.9 grams of dry 
matter, compared with 43.7 in ma- 
ture corn. You would save only 23 
per cent of the feed value in corn 
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if cut or frosted in the early milk 
stage. 

2. LATE MILK: Kernels show 
small amount of milk when punc- 
tured, some almost doughy. 

Kernels have a little over one- 
third -of feeding value at this 
stage. In the test, dry matter 
weight was 15.7 grams, or 36 per 
cent of the mature weight. 

3. DOUGH: No milk at all, 
doughy when punctured. 

At this stage, corn is almost 
half made. Dry matter weight was 
20.6 grams, compared with 43.7 
grams at maturity. You would 
save about 47 per cent of your 
crop if cut or frosted at this time. 

1. EARLY DENT: Less than 25 
per cent of the kernels dented. 

Over half of the feed value is in 
the kernels. Dry matter weight 
was 23.9 grams. So if growth was 
stopped at this stage, you would 
save about 55 per cent of the feed 
value. 

5. MIDDLE DENT: From 25 to 
75 per cent of the kernels dented. 

At this stage almost two-thirds 
of the dry matter is in the ker- 
nels. The weight of dry matter in 
200 kernels was 28.3 grams, com- 
pared with 43.7 in mature corn. 
You’d save about 65 per cent of 
your corn crop if killed at this 
time. 

6. LATE DENT: More than 75 
per cent of kernels dented. 

This is fhe stage when silage is 
often cut. Farmers sometimes say 
that a “little frost- would do the 
corn good.” 

But you have only six-sevenths 
of the feed value in your corn at 
this stage. Dry weight of 200 ker- 
nels was 37.3 grams, compared 
with 43.7 for mature corn. In ex- 
act figures, you would save 85.4 
per cent of your corn crop if cut 
or frosted at this time. 

Losses from dry matter weight 
alone are figured above. You'd 
lose more if corn is not put in the 
silo. There’s spoilage in imma- 
Lure ¢€orn, and costs of drying. 

This test indicates that it pays 
to let corn get pretty well mature 
before you cut silage. And that 
you should buy seed corn that will 
mature in your area.

Spread Fertilizer 


= In The Fall? 


Answer Depends On Many Things 





Labor, 


Soil Type, Storage And Slope Of Land 


To the Editor: I've heard 
that fertilizers will be hard to 
get next year. I will need 
some superphosphate next 
year. If L can get delivery on 
some now, should I take it? 
What about spreading it now? 
—A.P., Lucas county, lowa. 


First, if you will need some su- 
perphosphate for next year’s crops 
and you can get some now, better 
take it. Fertilizer manufacturers 
warn of superphosphate shortage 
next year. 

You have 
lines about the world-wide short- 
age of sulfur and sulfuric acid. 
Superphosphate is made by treat- 
ing ordinary rock phosphate with 
sulfuric acid. : 

So if you can get hold of some 
superphosphate now, go ahead. 
You can fix up some kind of stor- 
age space for it. Or under certain 
conditions, you can spread it this 


probably seen head- 


fall. We asked Dr. H. B. Cheney, 
Iowa State College agronomist, 
about applying fertilizers in the 
fall. 


Dr. Cheney points out that 
in view of the superphosphate 
shortage we should make the 
most efficient use of what is 
available. 


First thing, he says, is to have 
your soil tested. Then you will 
know what kind and how much 


fertilizer is needed 

For certain crops, applying fer- 
tilizer in the fall has. given good 
results. For winter wheat, phos- 
phate and potash should be ap- 
plied at sowing time if needed. 
But nitrogen should be top-dressed 
in the spring when the wheat is 
from 5 to 10 inches high. 

Another place where superphos- 
phate or potash can be used in the 
fall is where existing stands of 
clover or alfalfa are to be left over 
another year for pasture or hay. 
But top-dressing should not be a 
substitute for fertilizing at 
ing time 

Fertilizing at planting time helps 
eet a good stand established. Then 
the later 


seed- 


top-dressing helps keep 


the stand productive. lowa State 
College agronomists say that us- 
ually you can get good results from 


top-dressing legume stands on: 


FARMER AND IOWA HOMESTEAD 


1. Fields with good stands where 
soil tests show phosphate or pot- 
ash deficiency. 

2. Fields that needed phosphate 
or potash at seeding time, but got 
little or no application at seeding 
time. 

3. Fields where legumes are 
stunted for lack of phosphate or 
potash. 

4. Fields where soil tests show 
very little potash. You get best 
results by rationing out the pot- 
ash in moderate applications rath- 
er than making a big application 
once. 

In all cases, you want to make 
sure the stand is thick enough to 
justify top-dressing. 

Another place where fall appli- 
cation of fertilizer has proved prof- 
itable is on bromegrass raised for 
seed. In Iowa State College tests, 
either late fall or early spring ap- 
plication of nitrogen has made 
money by boosting seed produc- 
tion. 

What about applying superphos- 


phate where a seeding will be 
made next spring? Iowa State 


College agronomists feel that the 
most efficient time to apply super- 
thosphate is at seeding time. 
Right now they are carrying out 
tests comparing the efficiency of 
fall as against spring application 
for new seedings. 


Some fertilizer distributors 
are equipped to do bulk 
spreading for farmers. This 


takes part of the labor off the 
farmer. To some farmers, this 
may be important. 


And on some of the more phos- 
phorus-deficient superphos- 
phate applied in the fall is better 
than none at all in the spring. 

Midwest farmers can also make 
greater use of rock phosphate on 
their more acid soils that are low 
in phosphorus. However, in Lowa, 
rock phosphate is not recommend- 
ed for neutral or alkaline soils. 

To sum up, time of applying fer- 
tilizer depends on many things: 
crop, soil type, labor, ete. And not 


soils, 


all the authorities may agree. But 
you can count on a shortage of 
superphosphate next year. So if 


you need some, get your hands on 
it now.

Soybeans 


Less Feed, More Livestock Likely 


For Next Year 


Here’s an estimate of mar- 
ket prospects for busy readers. 
Changes in corn weather in 
September can, of course, alter 
the outlook for hog and cattle 
marketing. 


Chere ALLY, it pays farmers to 

hold beans rather than to sell 
at harvest. With business likely to 
be as strong or stronger next 
spring than this fall, storing soy- 
beans very easily could pay again 
this vear—altho profits from stor- 
ing may not equal -those of last 
year. A sharp inflationary price 
rise w2s on then. 

Business will be good this win- 
ter. But last year’s scramble by 
everyone to buy won't be repeated 
unless the war spreads. 

More soybeans are likely to be 
stored this fall than a year ago. 
Farmers who sold at harvest time 
last vear didn’t get as high a price 
for their beans as their neighbors 
who held for later sale. 

Average Iowa farm price for 
beans rose over a dollar between 
harvest and late winter. This prob- 
ably will encourage more farmers 
to store beans this fall. 


A record edible vegetable oil 
production is in prospect for 
1951. Cotton acreage is up 58 
per cent from last year. And a 
big bean crop is forecast, too. 


Lard output will be larger this 
year than last year, too. Thus, we 
are headed for pressure on a sup- 
ply side on the fats and oils mar- 
ket this fall and winter. This prob- 
ably will temper this year’s win- 
ter soybean price rise. 

Here’s the commodity outlook: 

FEED GRAINS: Prices of feed 
grains depend mainly on three 
things—feed supplies, number of 
grain-eating livestock, and general 
business conditions. 

We will have slightly less total 
feed, supplies for the coming year 
than on October 1 last year. Here 
are the figures: 178.5 million tons 
this fi compared with 183 mil- 


lion tons &@ year ago.

Prospects For Pigs 


Farmers have more livestock to 
feed. BAE estimates we will have 
182 million head of grain-eating 
animal units. That’s 5% millio 
more than in the year just ending 

Business prospects are good 
Signs point to a continued high 
level of prices during the next 
year. Thus, while there is a fairly 
strong tendency for corn prices to 
weaken at harvest time, chance 
are good for a substantial price 
rise by next summer. 

HOGS: Farmers began to top 
out spring pigs for market early 
this year. A lot of hogs moved to 
market in August and early Sep 
tember, especially in the eastern 
corn belt. More early pigs were 
ruised this vear, and farmers are 
selling early. 

We have seven per cent more 
pigs to market this fall than a year 
ago. Demand for fresh -pork has 
been active. But when runs get 
heavy, attitudes of big packers on 
rk become important. 
rumors that some big 
packers do not believe it will 
pay to store pork this fall—unless 
the live-hog price drops sharply. 

Thus, close topping-out continues 
to look best for early-farrowed 
pigs. Late-farrowed pigs may be 
carried along for the January- 
February market. Business condi- 
tions should be good then. And 
market supplies will taper off. 

EGGS: Low shell-egg storage 
holdings continue to put a firm 
prop under the fall egg price out- 
look. Get the pullets into the lay- 
ing house as soon as they start to 
lay—and after the hen house is 
cleaned. Old hens can be put in 
the brooder house vacated by the 
pullets, into a corn crib driveway, 
the hog house, or sold. 

FAT CATTLE: Choice and prime 
cattle prices probably will stay as 
high as the ceilings permit. Grass- 
fat cattle may weaken in price as 
heavy mov nt from flush pas- 
tures begins. 

DAIRY PRODUCTS: Slightly 
higher prices for milk and butter- 


fat are likely.

Davis County Hereford Wins Beef Show; 
Open Market Barrow Show Won By Duroc 


HE 4-H baby beef show at this 

year’s Iowa State Fair proved 
again lowa cattle men breed cham- 
pions as well as feed them. The 
three breed champions in this 
year’s show were lowa-bred as 
well as lowa-fed. 

Grand champion of the show 
was a 1,228-pound Hereford shown 
by Richard Altheide of Davis coun- 
ty, lowa. The purebred champion 
was out of the herd of S. E. Reno 
& Sons of Davis county. 

Reserve champion honors went 
tc Milton Bauer of Woodbury 
county, Iowa, on an Angus. Mil- 
ton’s calf weighed 984 pounds, was 
raised in the home herd of Henry 
Bauer & Son. 

The champion Shorthorn was 
also a purebred. He was shown by 
Larry, Zink of Marshall county. 
The 870-pound Shorthorn cham- 
pion was raised in the herd of A. 
J. Blakely & Son of Poweshiek 
county. 


The grand champ was the 
heaviest champion chosen 
since the Lowa State Fair re- 
sumed after World War Il. He 
was born the last of March, 
1950, and had been on feed 
since October 1 of last year. 
Here’s the ration he was fed: 
At the start. a mixture of 


ground shelled corn, shelled corn, 
oats and good legume hay. The 
finishing feed included crimped 


barley, ground shelled corn, a lit- 
tle oats, and supplement. 

By sale time, Richard’s- grand 
champion has gained three more 
pounds for a total weight of 1,231 
pounds. He sold for $1 per pound. 

Competition at this year’s baby 
beef show was as tough as ever, 
even tho entries were down. This 
is shown by the fact that two ex- 
hibitors who had previously shown 
champions — Earl Keith Nau of 
Louisa county, who showed the 
1950 champion, and Winona Jones 
of Decatur county, who showed 
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the 1949 champion—did not win 
even a Weight class this year. 

Milton Bauer’s Angus and Larry 
Zink’s Shorthorn were not sold. 
They may be entered in other 
shows. 

Bill Hobon of Muscatine coun- 
ty showed the champion 4-H pure- 
bred Hereford heifer, with Willis 
Glenn of Jones county getting the 
reserve. 

Champion Shorthorn 4-H heifer 
was shown by Lloyd Burr, Jr., of 
Johnson county, while David Win- 
dom of Montgomery county won 
the reserve. 

Robert Schmidt of Clinton coun- 
ty had the champion Angus 4-H 
heifer, while Earl Keith Nau 
took reserve. 


In the market hog show, the 
judges gave the grand cham- 
pionship to a 205-pound Duroc 
owned jointly by Joe Caputo 
of Dallas county, lowa, and 
Roy Vander Ploeg of Jasper 
county, lowa.

It says: “Corn in 
the silo is worth as much as a 
similar amount of grain not in the 
silo. The fodder in the silo has a 
value per ton equivalent to ap- 
proximately 300 pounds of good 
hay.”

Frost Date 





To Tell 


Fate Of Corn 


If Corn Gets Hit, Moldy, Chaffy, Or The 
Rubbery Kind Of Soft Corn May Result 


\ JHAT do we mean by killing 

frost? When can it be ex- 
pected? Is the effect of killing 
frost on corn and beans always 
the same? 

Some frosts don’t bite anything. 
Other frosts make the corn leaves 
droop and turn white in a few 
hours. In a few days they are dry 
and lifeless. 


The difference is in the tem- 
perature. If it gets down to 32 
degrees and stays there long 
enough, your corn leaves. will 


freeze clear thru. Then they will 
die. It doesn’t matter how light or 
how heavy the frost may be. 

So a killing frost is a freeze that 
kills tender and weeds— 
such as beans, corn, sudan grass 
and even cockleburs. 


crops 


If you want to know about 
the likelihood of killing frost, 
watch the thermometer, A 
reading of 32 degrees on an 
accurate thermometer means 
that something may get bit. 


When can you expect killing 
frost or 32-degree temperature? 
Robert H. Shaw of lowa State Col- 
lege has figured it out. Let’s look 
at average frost dates for lowa. 

Roughly, Shaw’s figures indicate 
these dates: For the northern 
three tiers of lowa counties, Sep- 
tember 30; for the middle three 
tiers, October 5; for the southern 
three tiers, October 10. 

But how much does average 
killing frost date mean? Only this: 
Chances are 50-450 that frost will 
come by the average frost date. 
About half of the years it comes 
before: half after. 

Maybe you'd like to know when 
the chances are one to three, or 
one to four that killing frost will 
strike. Here’s Shaw’s estimate: 

Chances are one in three that 
frost with 32-degree temperature 
will strike: Northern Iowa, Sep- 
tember 24; central Iowa, Septem- 
ber 30: southern lowa, October 4. 


What does killing frost do to the 
ears of corn or the beans in the 
pod? Farmers have seen different 
effects at least in the case of corn. 

Frosted corn may be black and 
moldy; it may be light and chaffy; 
or corn may be soggy, spongy and 
sour. You’ve probably seen all of 
these kinds of soft corn and won- 
dered about the difference. 

Some close-observing farmers 
offer these explanations for the 
variation in soft corn: 


If the weather is damp, 
rainy and warm in the next 
week or two after killing frost, 
the lifeless corn will mold be- 
fore it dries out. Poor drying 
weather makes the rotten type 
of soft corn. 


But if good drying weather fol- 
lows the killing frost, corn may 
dry before it molds. If the husks 
open, the frosted corn may be 
only light in weight. 

The rubbery, sour type of soft 
corn is usually frosted early, may- 
be in the roasting-ear stage. There 
is just too much moisture to get 
rid of. And not.enough dry mat- 
ter to make the kernels hard. This 
kind of corn will freeze so hard 
that animals can’t bite it. 

High-moisture corn usually is 
plentiful in a soft corn season. 
What’s the difference between 
high-moisture corn and soft corn? 

High-moisture corn is defined as 
corn that gets ripe on the stalk. 
But it ripens so late as to miss the 
usual good drying weather of late 
fall. It stays too wet to Keep. 

Soft corn gets stopped before it 
is dented. It doesn’t get its full 
dry matter content. Soft corn has 
damaged kernels as well as high 
moisture. 

So watch the frost date and the 
weather immediately after frost 
for signs of what your late corn 
will be like. 

Effect of frost on beans is more 
certain.

Make Silage Of 
Wet Corn? 


To the Editor: Could you 
give me some information on 
making ear corn silage? — A. 
P., Allamakee County, Lowa. 


Ear corn silage is made the 
same as regular silage, except only 
the ears are used. If the corn is 
partly dry, you will need to add 


water. Either regular or tempo- 
rary silos can be used. 
A bushel of ear corn silage 


takes about the same space as a 
bushel of regular corn. You should 
plan your silo so you can feed at 
least three inches of the silage 
ezch day, say Iowa State College 
workers who have made and fed 
ear corn silage. 

Ear corn silage was made at 
Iowa State College from corn that 
had about 32 per cent moisture 
when picked. Enough water was 


added at the blower and by sprink- 


ling to bring moisture up to about 
50 per cent. Silage was stored in 
temporary cribbing silos. Quality 
of the silage was good. 





More Milk From 
Fewer Cows 


One group of Illinois dairymen 
has found a simple way to get 
more milk from fewer cows. 





Before they enrolled in the Uni- | 


versity of Illinois mastitis control 
plan, 25 milk producers were get- 
ting 500 pounds of milk a day 
from herds averaging just over 
19 cows. Two years later, they 
were getting 545 pounds of milk 
per day from herds averaging half 
a cow smaller. 

Good management and sanita- 
tion plus wise use of drugs did 
the trick, says the university’s Dr. 
H. S. Bryan. Here are some of 
the practices these dairymen have 
been following: 

Laboratory examination of milk 
from each cow for the presence of 
mastitis-producing bacteria. 

Washing each cow’s udder just 
before milking: with a cloth dipped 
in warm disinfectant. 

Using the milker 
minutes on each cow. 

Milking infected cows last; elim- 
inating obstacles that might in- 
jure cows’ udders.

One 
exception might be land that will 
wash badly.

You can weigh without shrink at 
the end of a drive or haul.

DEADLY GAS suffocated a moth- 
er and two children in a silo on 
a Humboldt county, Iowa, farm 
a few years ago. Just recently, 
three persons lost their lives in a 
pit silo on a Maryland farm. This 
danger is present for every silo 
owner. Carbon dioxide gas forms 
over the silage and crowds the 
oxygen out of the air. The remedy 
is to keep silo doors open down 
to the level of the silage as fast as 
it settles. Or run the blower a 
while before you enter, if the 
blower is still in place. A test can 
be made this way: Lower a small 
animal into the silo on a rope. If 
the animal shows bad effects, stay 


out. 
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Smaller Seed 
Supply Seen 


Certified seed of 12 crops 
may be scarcer in Iowa this 
winter. So it will pay you to 
buy early. 


That’s the word from Joe Robin- 
son, secretary of the Iowa Crop 
Improvement Association. Robin- 
son reports that certified seed 
acreage in Iowa this year is about 
42,300, or 7,000 under last year. 

The smaller certified acreage is 
due to poor weather last spring 
plus the fact that neither Nemaha 
nor Cherokee oats is being certi- 
fied this year because of mixture 
problems. 

Robinson said Shelby oats leads 
the list of small grains with 16,700 
acres being certified. Certified 
barley production has dropped 
from 2,077 acres to only 142 this 
year because of smut. 

Certified soybeans for seed are 
being grown on more than 8,000 
acres this year. The new Black- 
hawk variety alone accounts for 
6,500 acres, more than the total 
acreage certified a year ago.

Don’t Pasture 
Woodlots 


Are you tempted to turn 
livestock into the woodlot for 
extra grazing? Don’t do it, 
says Dick Campbell, extension 
forester at Iowa State College. 
Pasturing, says Campbell, soon 

leads to poor woodlots. And tim- 
ber..doesn’t produce very good 
pasture anyway. 

Treat your timber like any oth- 
er crop, Campbell advises. Man- 
aged right, it will produce a good 
supply of native lumber, fence 
posts and fuel. And woodlots are 
also valuable as nesting areas for 
wildlife, and aid in controlling 
erosion. But not if they’re pas- 
tured. 

Grazing, Campbell explains, de- 
stroys the humus layer on the 
forest floor, increasing water run- 
off and soil losses. Young trees 
also may be hurt or destroyed by 
livestock. Animals will pack the 
soil, too, keeping air and water 
from penetrating the ground. 

Livestock grazing in the wood- 
lot also will destroy the bark on 
tree trunks and damage roots run- 
ning along the ground. This leaves 
trees open to fungus diseases and 
often results in the decay and 
death of trees.

Of Bean Crop? 


That's Average Loss, Say The Experts; 
Combine Operator Can Save Lots Of It 


Experts say you can expect 
a 10 per cent loss when you 
combine soybeans. But tests 
have shown losses as high as 
one-third. So improved con - 
bine operation can pay otf 
well. Here are some pointers 
on combine operation from 
Paul C. Hughes, service direc- 
tor of the American Soybean 
Association. 


EFORE you go to the bean 

field, roll the combine out 
where you have room to look it 
over. Get out the operation man- 
val that came with the machine. 
Read the directions. Then check 
and repair the parts that perform 
each separate function. 

The first operation performed 
by the combine is to cut the crop. 
If this is not properly done, the 
rest of the machine can’t do a 
good job. 

A point to remember is this: 
Prevent bunching of the stalks 
before the knives can cut them. 
Beans will flow evenly into the 
machine if all parts are sharp, 
tight and free from wear 

It is especially important to cut 
the beans close enough to the 
ground so that all pods will get 
into the machine. New and taller 
bean variations have reduced the 
loss from this source. But you 
still can lose beans that grow low 
on the stalks. 

The next operation is threshing. 
Here the cylinder speed and the 
clearance between the cylinder 
and the concave are the important 
points.

All of the normal pods should 
shell. But if an attempt is made 
tc get immature seed from imma- 
ture pods, you will crack and 
split too many good beans. 

As varieties have different seed 
sizes, the clearance between cylin- 
der and concave should be adjust- 
ed for each variety combined. 

In separation, which is the next 
operation, the rack speed is the 
important thing. It must be fast 
enough to keep the machine from 
clogging, but slow enough to let 
all of the beans shake down. 

The greatest loss comes from 
seed that is carried over the racks. 
And here the fan plays an impor- 
tant part. 

Too little air will cause as many 
beans to be carried over as too 
much air will blow over. What 
you want is just the right amount 
of air. To get it, you must watch 
the beans and the straw. 


Cleaning, the last of the op- 
erations, is as important as 
the others. Here is where the 
quality soybeans are produced. 
Sieve openings have to be 
large enough to get the beans 
clean, 

But if sieve openings are overly 
large, too many beans will be car- 
ried back by the tailing auger to be 
rethreshed. This causes cracked 
beans and splits. 

Good combine operators remem- 
ber one thing: The combine is 
never finally set. Changes must 
be made for damp mornings, dry 
afternoons, new varieties and field 
conditions.

elling More Milk 


o City Folks — 


Push Marketing Methods That Help The 
Buyer Save A Few Cents On Each Quart 


I OW can dairymen get consum- 
ers to use more milk? Most 
specialists in nutrition would say 
that the American public uses 
only about half as much whole 
milk as is needed for health. 

Some dairymen would like to 
shift from selling cream to selling 
whole milk. Others, now in whole- 
milk districts, would like to in- 
crease’ production. 

But sometimes the market won’t 
take more milk. Folks refuse to 
buy. The extra milk is classified 
as surplus. The price to the farm- 
er drops. 

How can dairymen get consum- 
ers to use more milk—and at a 
good price? 

First thing is to find consumers 
who have some money. Families 
with incomes of $1,000 to $1,499 
are likely to use only two-thirds 
as much fluid milk as families 
with incomes above $5,000. 


As incomes go up, milk con- 
sumption goes up. That’s why 
the highest milk consumption 
per person in history came in 
1945. That was at the peak of 
the war boom, when wages 
were high and everybody was 
employed. 

But dairymen can’t raise con- 
sumers’ wages. What else can be 
done? 

Experience in Illinois provides 
part of the answer. R. W. Bart- 
lett of the department of agricul- 
tural economics of the College of 
Agriculture reports on why Chi- 
cago people are drinking more 
milk. 

In 1949, per capita sales of 
whole milk in Chicago were eight 
per cent higher than in 1945, In 
the whole United States, sales 
were 10 per cent lower. Why? 

In this case, income wasn’t the 
answer. Chicago was a little bet- 
ter off than the U. S. as a whole, 
but not enough to make much 
clifference.

In brief, Chicago 
sold milk in half-gallon and gallon 
containers at a discount. And 
more milk was sold thru stores. 
Here is the change in the way 
milk was sold by different sized 
containers:

Hali-gallons ... 21.0 37.5

Why did the sales of half-gallons 
increase? Consumers got a dis- 
count. In April, 1951, the usual 
store price for milk in half-gallons 
was 20 or 21 cents a quart, The 
home-delivered price per quart 
was 23.5 cents. 

Cash-anc-carry plan at stores 
made more sales than deliveries at 
home. Here is the change: 


1930 1949 


Home deliveries .... 85% 31% 
Store sales. .............. 5 56 


On this point, some farmer rep- 
resentatives have been known to 
claim that home deliveries meant 
more milk sales. Illinois experi- 
ence indicates that they were 
wrong. 

Looking over the United States, 
the big gains in fluid milk con- 
sumption have come Where con- 
sumer incomes were gaining, 
where marketing costs were kept 
low, where discounts were given 
for quantity purchases, and where 
milk at the store was two or three 
cents cheaper per quart than milk 
celivered at the front door. 

Also important is the use of 
homogenized milk (which con- 
sumers like), paper containers in- 
stead of bottles, and adequate edu- 
cation and advertising. 

Education and advertising seem 
to be effective in telling nutrition- 
al valueS of dairy products, sug- 
geting ways to use such products 
and also in pointing out savings 
by cash-and-carry and by pur- 
chases in half-gallons instead of 
in quarts.

Hunting seasons for pheas- 
ant, quail, squirrel and rabbit 
have been announced by the 


Iowa conservation commis- 
sion. 
Rabbit and squirrel seasons 


opened Sept. 15. Squirrel season 
closes Nov. 15. Daily bag limit is 
six, with possession limit of 12. 
Rabbit season stays open until 
Jan. 31. Daily bag limit is 10, 
with no possession limit. Shooting 
hours for rabbit are from six a. m. 
to six p. m. 

There will be an open season on 
pheasant in every Iowa county 
except the seven southeast coun- 
ties — Wapello, Jefferson, Henry, 
Des Moines, Davis, Van Buren and 
Lee. 

Sixty-five counties will have an 
open season on pheasants for 25 
days—Nov. 11 thru Dec. 5. Twenty- 
seven counties will have a 12-day 
pheasant season — Nov. 11 thru 
Nov. 22. Those 27 counties are: 

Harrison, Polk, Dallas, Potta- 
wattamie, Cass, Adair, Madison, 
Warren, Marion, Mahaska, Keo- 
kuk, Washington, Louisa, Mills, 
Montgomery, Adams, Union, 
Clarke, Lucas, Monroe, Fremont, 
Page, Taylor, Ringgold, Decatur, 
Wayne and Appanoose. 

The other 65 counties to the 
north have an open season run- 
ning thru Dec. 5. In all 92 counties 
where pheasant shooting will be 
permittted, the season opens at 
noon on Armistice Day. Shooting 
will be permitted until four p. m. 
each day. 

Quail season will be Nov. 1 thru 
Dec. 15 in 36 counties; Nov. 1 thru 
Nov. 15 in 15 counties. The short 
season counties are Winneshiek, 
Allamakee, Fayette, Clayton, 
Blaek Hawk, Buchanan, Delaware, 
Dubuque, Marshall, Guthrie, Dal- 
las, Polk, Adair, Adams and Page. 

Long season quail counties are 
Tama, Benton, Linn, Jackson,

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A Yorkshire brood sow (No. 10) is 
now in the spotlight at the Farm. 
Last April she farrowed 17 live 
pigs. On June 20, she weaned all

I’m pretty enthusiastic about 
sow No. 10, but I shouldn’t slight a 
little lady who made quite a show- 
ing of her own at the Calf Barn. 
Did I say “Little” lady? Well, 
Guernsey heifer No. G-134 actually 
weighed 308 lbs. when she was 4 
months old. You know the average 
for the breed at 4 months is 177 Ibs. 
At the Farm in 1950 our average 
was 223 lbs. So you can see this 
heifer has the makings of a great 
milker if she keeps on like she’s 
started.

Many problems arise in caring 
for our pheasants as, unlike turkeys, 
pheasants still retain their wild in- 
stincts. Being wild, they are very 
nervous in confinement and use up a 
lot of energy pacing along the fences. 
However, we are having success in 
getting pheasant hens to lay in nest 
boxes. This management feature 
saves a lot of eggs from being broken.

Time and again we’ ve found that 
early growth is the cheapest 
growth. Cecil Hite, who is head of 
our record department at the Farm, 
explains it this way: “In 7 weeks 
(49 days) we grow a 2 lb. or better 
broiler on 41% lbs. of feed. In three 
weeks more we can add another 
pound and a quarter, BUT it may 
take 5 lbs. or more of feed to add 
this extra weight. It just takes 
more feed for heat and energy as 
birds get older, so we recommend 
feeding for fast growth.”

and 10 days after farrowing moved 
out with their pigs to range. 
When I visited Jack, 6 sows were 
on range with 53 pigs; there were 
123 pigs in the farrowing house; 
and 10 sows were yet to farrow. 
Good breeding schedules enabled 
Jack to get his sows in and out of 
the farrowing unit in a continuous

stream, helped him get the job 
done fast, effectively, and with 
little waste of time. 


Back in 1936 Jack had 2 sows 
and 14 pigs, a small beginning for a 
partnership that now numbers 
livestock in the hundreds. Thirty 
sows farrowed in the spring, and 
Jack has 98 sows and gilts coming 
in this fall. 

It’s interesting to note that 
although Jack’s management prac- 
tices (some are illustrated here) 
account for much of his growth, he 
still gives a whale of a lot of credit 
to Purina which he has fed since 
1936. He knows it takes good feed- 
ing as well as good management to 
get the most out of good breeding. 


NURSING is started just as soon as the sow settles down 
and the pigs are strong enough.

Trip through an EGG FACTORY... 


Purina Research photos 
show how an egg is made 


F INTEREST to every poultry 
keeper is the process by which 
an egg is made. For the success of 
this wonderful 24-hour job deter- 
mines the number of eggs you'll 
get. Purina scientists have studied 
this “trip through an egg factory” 
in their constant efforts to make 
better and better Chows for your 
hens. For these pictures they killed 
and cut open many hens. Thus they 
were able to catch an egg in each 
step of its trip. 


The picture at right shows the 
egg-assembly line. Scientists call it 
the ovary and oviduct. These have 
been cut away from the rest of the 
hen’s inside so you can see them 
clearly. The tube itself has been cut 
open and the parts labeled. 


In this short tube, measuring less 
than two feet, an egg can be assem- 
bled every 24 hours. It’s one of the 
most amazing and exacting jobs in 
all of nature’s wonderful processes. 












































1. REPRODUCTIVE SYSTEMis shown here in 


its natural shape and position. The cluster of several 
thousand yellow yolks is contained in the ovary. 
Under the influence of good feed and good body 
condition, the yolks develop in size. When a hen is 
laying heavily, one of the largest yolks breaks away 
approximately every 24 or 25 hours. 


2. YOLK BREAKS THROUGH SACK. First o 
small bubble appears on the sack or protective cover- 
ing. Slowly the yolk breaks through. At this point it is 
nearly full size, having been fed in the ovary. When 
a chick is hatched, it has more potential yolks than it 
will ever use. Breeding and feeding influence the 
number which will develop to full size. 


3. YOLK DROPS INTO FUNNEL ot the end of 
the egg-manufacturing tube. Scientists have named 
it the infundibulum. How the funnel knows which yolk 
will break through, and why it is there to catch the 
yolk when it falls, are unsolved mysteries of nature. 
The egg-making tube has been straightened out to 
show its full length. 























4. YOLK GOES THROUGH THE MAGNUM, 


where most of the white is deposited around the yolk. 
This takes about two hours. The materials for the white 
——in fact for everything added to the yolk — are 
carried from the stomach and intestines by the blood. 
The nutrients are filtered through the walls of the 
egg tube and deposited on the forming egg. 


5. EGG ENTERS THE ISTHMUS, where it 
spends about two hours. More white is added, but 
the big job is addition of two shell membranes. In 
this picture, the egg tube is not cut open. You can 
see the bulge where the egg is located. In the preced- 
ing picture, the wall of the egg tube was cut open 
revealing the yolk surrounded by white. 














6. SHELL IS PUT ON IN THE UTERUS. The 
egg remains here for 19 to 21 hours. If o hen’s ration 
is short in necessary vitamins, minerals, or amino acids, 
she will supply them from her own body tissues for o 
while. Soon she becomes run down. Then she stops 
laying. It is the job of feed to supply materials 
needed for a whole egg every day.

Ore poultry breeders and 
hatcheries have made great 
strides in improving the modern 
hen. It took centuries to breed hens 
that would lay 50 to 60 eggs yearly.

In those days the demands upon 
the body were not very great. 
Neither were the demands on feed.

Need Storage For 
Vegetables? 


Dig A Hole In The Ground Or Build 


Vegetable Storage Room In Basement 


N OST farm homemakers have 

been putting large quantities 
of surplus vegetables into fruit 
jars and home freezers. These 
methods will keep vegetables per- 
fectly. 

Some late-maturing vegetables, 
however, can be kept on the farm 
as strictly fresh vegetables. Beets, 
carrots, turnips and cabbage keep 
very well in homemade storage. 
adequate winter 
storage, it is necessary to arrange 
for constant coolness and high 
humidity. A basement 
room or a hole in the ground may

meet these conditions. 
Most basements are 
warm and too dry for vegetables, 


both too 


except perhaps squash and sweet 
potatoes. This is particularly true 
where a furnace heats the house. 


To overcome a dry and warm 
condition in the basement, 
some make a_ well-insulated 
room) in a convenient corner. 
The room must have an out- 
side window to admit fresh air 
at the proper time. Insulation 
must be provided. 


The outside window should be 
of double thickness to guard 
against freezing temperatures. 
Door, ceiling and all inside walls 
should be double and insulated to 
keep out the warm air in the base- 
ment. 

The above arrangement has one 
distinct advantage. It is a walk-in 
refrigerator of ample size to store 
several kinds of vegetables. And 
they are readily available. 

The expense of building such a 
room may be its chief objection. 
But it may be justified by its out- 
standing convenience. Especially 
since the old-fashioned storm cave 
has gone out of style in favor of 
the basement home. 

The cool room and the furnace 
room can be near neighbors in the 
modern basement. That’s assum- 
ing that the room is properly in- 
sulated and ventilation is careful- 
ly regulated. 

An inexpensive and very work- 
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able storage pit can be made out 
near the garden. Select a naturally 
well-drained spot. Dig a hole in the 
ground to contain a barrel, a big 
box or’a large drain tile. 

Permanent storage pits can be 
made of concrete. After experi- 
menting a winter or two with 
these cheap arrangements, you 
may want to make that kind. 

For the permanent type, any old 
steel or wooden barrel can be 
used as a form. The hole in the 
ground should be some six inches 
greater in diameter than the form, 
so that the concrete will be three 
inches thick around the form. 

To provide for natural drainage, 
it is best not to put concrete in 
the bottom of the pit. The top of 
the finished concrete should be 
four or five inches higher than 
the original level of the ground, 
so that any surface water will 
drain away. 


The concrete should be fin- 
ished level and sloped slightly 
outward. The storage pit— 
whether barrel, box or con- 
crete—must be covered with 
a close-fitting board plus hay 
or straw enough to prevent 
freezing. 

Vegetables for winter 
should be left in the ground until 
there is real danger of freezing 
weather, which in central lowa 
would be late October to mid- 
November. It is best to dig the 
vegetables when the dirt is not 
sticky-wet. 

Any washing of 
tables may be harmful 
coarse outer leaves of 
should be removed. 

Two or more varieties may be 
mixed as they are placed in the 
pit. Or some temporary divisions 
of boards can be arranged so that 
a variety may be found and taken 
out when weather permits. 

With such pit storage, we have 
had carrots and even apples keep 
firm and crisp until warm weath- 
er in May.—Victor Felter, Warren 
County, Iowa.

Trees To Feed 
Cows, Hogs 


Honey-Locust Pods, Mulberries, Persimmons 


Are Claimed To 


O YOU have any tree crops on 

your farm? Black walnuts, 
persimmons, honey locusts—even 
mulberries? 

Many corn belt farmers plant 
trees on rough land to check ero- 
sion. Some figure lumber and 
firewood as crops they can har- 
vest some years in the future. But 
not many figure on trees which 
produce an annual crop. 

You’re probably planting some 
trees this fall. Think about tree 
crops when you do. 

How are you fixed for black 
walnuts? Plant breeders are de- 
veloping strains with shells not 
quite so thick as you remember. 
Nobody has a paper-shelled black 
walnut yet, but the new ones do 
crack easier. 

Black walnuts out this way are 
mainly for farm family eating. 
They go fine in cookies. But there 
is also a big commercial business 
developing. New machinery will 
crack nuts, sort out nutmeats. 
Farmers sell black walnuts by the 
bushel to processors who crack, 
sort and sell. 


Honey locust is planted be- 
cause it grows fast, checks 
washing on steep hillsides, 
But who uses the pods? 

Those pods may have more feed 
value than you think. An Alabama 


report indicates that in feeding 
tests with dairy cattle, ground 
honey-locust pods were equal, 


pound for pound, to oats in feed 
value. 

One estimate was that with 35 
eight-year-old trees per acre, feed 
produced would equal 275 bushels 
of oats per acre. 

That sounds pretty high. But 
has anybody-in the corn belt tried 
out honey-locust pods as feed? 

Mulberries never seemed to 
amount to much in this section. 
Farmers used to plant a few 
around cherry trees in the hope 
that birds would like the mulber- 
ries better and leave the cherries 
alone. Usually, the birds ate both 
—but the cherries first. 

Down south, in some sections, 
mulberries are used for pig feed. 
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Make Good Livestock Feed 


A tree will keep one spring pig 
going during the fruiting season 
of two months. One farmer adds: 
“Give each pig also two small ears 
of corn twice a day.” 

A North Carolina tree, 100 years 
old, Was credited with feeding 15 
hogs during the peak of the mul- 
berry season. 

That’s a long way south of Iowa. 
What would a mulberry do in the 
hog feeding line here? 

Persimmons do better in the 
south, too. But we have them in 
the southern edge of the corn belt. 

Some farmers report that ripe 
persimmons make good heg feed. 
After the pigs clean up the mul- 
berries, they’re ready for persim- 
mons. 

Unfortunately, nobody knows 
much about what tree crops like 
these can do in the corn belt. Ex- 
periment stations haven’t both- 
ered much with them. 


Yet current interest in tree 
planting on rough land makes 
some folks wonder if such 
trees can’t produce a crop as 
well as hold soil. 

For farmers who have an inter- 
est in this line, an exciting book to 
read is “Tree Crops,” by J. Russell 
Smith ($6, Devin-Adair Co., New 
York). 

Smith, a distinguished specialist 
in economic geography, has made 
tree crops a hobby for years. 

He lists experiments all over the 
world. And he believes ardently 
that one way to save the soil is to 
put more land to trees and less to 
row crops. 

How are you fixed for black 
walnuts, hickory nuts, hicans 
(pecan-hickory cross), butternuts, 
on your place? 

They make good trees, bear nuts 
sooner than you expect. Add hazel- 
nuts if you want something in the 
bush line. And if you have honey- 
locust frees, better do some eXx- 
perimenting with the pods as cow 
feed. 

More trees are needed on rough 
land to hold the soil. But there’s 
a chance of getting a crop off the 
trees, too.—D. R. M.

3 cups flour 

1 teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon cream of tartar 
14 teaspoon salt

Pictures, Too 


You Can Improve Your Technique If 


You Follow A Few Simple Suggestions 


I O YOU remember the ‘picnic 

you had on the way to the 
State Fair? Wasn’t the wheat 
beautiful the day Dad was com- 
bining? Remember the slumber 
party you had in the yard when 
Sally was visiting? 

Most of you have had some 
experience at picture-taking. 
But there are cameras on the 
shelf now because disappoint- 
ments overtook enthusiasm. 


On your last roll of film only 
three pictures were good. The 
one of the gang was taken so far 
away you could hardly recognize 
them. In the picture at the church, 
Mary ended up with the steeple 
on her head. But truly you can 
improve your technique with a 
few suggestions. 


Choose Subject Carefully 


It is often the very ordinary 
things that make the best pic- 
tures. Anton Bruehl, a famous 


name. in photography, has given 
some good advice: 

“Choose the things you like. 
Don’t feel you must photograph 
your friends. Don’t take a whole 
landscape if you are interested 
only in a tree. Don’t take a whole 
tree if you are interested only in 
a limb.” 


Get Models In Action 


If nothing else, avoid lining up 
your friends to get shot as if by 
a firing squad. Every nice Sunday 
afternoon, lawns are cluttered up 
with picture-taking groups. Sun- 
day has always been considered a 
good time because everyone is 
dressed up. 

But haven’t you seen your big 
brother looking much more hand- 
some when he came in from the 
field at noon? Pose people doing 
natural, commonplace things, and 
they will look much more com- 
fortable. 


Make Sun Work For You 


Do not make your models face 
the sun except very early in the 
morning or very late in the day. 
At these times, results can be ex- 
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cellent. Otherwise, they can’t help 
but squint, and there will be black 
pockets for eyes. 

Put your models with their 
backs to the sun, with a_ back- 
ground of trees or bushes, not sky. 
Let a little light filter thru your 
sister’s lovely hair, and the results 
may please you. However, the 
sun must not strike the lens of the 
camera. Shield it’with your hand 
if necessary. 


Discard The Unimportant 


After you have selected your 
subject and spot, don’t let outside 
factors steal the show. A picture 
of your dog gnawing on a big bone 
can be ruined by a car parked in 
the backround. Everything in the 
picture should harmonize with the 
idea of the picture. 

If you are not using a box cam- 
era, the business of focusing and 
making the right exposure is very 
important. This is easier with 
practice, but there are guides and 
charts to minimize guessing and 
cut down loss of materials. 


The picture hobby can lead 
you into other fields. A first 
outlet may be the school paper 
or yearbook. It would be a big 
thrill to see your first picture 
there. 


If you’re money-minded, be on 
the lookout for amateur scoops— 
a big truck accident on your cor- 
ner might sell to your local paper. 
Don't hesitate to submit to con- 
tests the pictures you prize per- 
sonally. 

Many top-notch photographers 
whose work you see in national 
magazines were graduates of an 
old box camera. Photography is 
one of the most potentially useful 
hobbies that one may have, be- 
sides bringing a wealth of honest 
pleasure.

Linoleum 


Wy == linoleum prices as they 
ire today, care of 
floor coverings is important. 
This holds especially true in the 
farm household, where dirt and 
sand are more likely to be tracked 
onto the linoleum. 
Grit of any kind cuts down long 


proper 
these 


wear in linoleum and should be 
swept up before walked on, to 
prevent denting and _ scratching 


the floor covering. 
A daily dusting with.a dry mop 
helps keep linoleum in good con- 


dition and is better for it than 
sweeping with a broom. The mop 
helps polish the waxed finish, 


while a broom contributes to wear- 
ing it away. 

Unnecessary scrubbing is anoth- 
er foe of long life for linoleum. 
Manufacturers say that more floor 
covering is scrubbed away than 
is actually worn away. 

An occasional scrubbing is, of 
course, necessary. How often is 
regulated by how much dirt is 
tracked onto the floor. The num- 
ber of scrubbings can be greatly 
reduced if all members of the 
family cooperate in regard to mud- 
dy footwear. 

When linoleum must be washed, 
use a mlid soap and clear, luke- 
warm water. Concentrate on small 
areas at a time and rinse with 
clear water. Be sure to remove all 
traces of soap, for even a mild 
soap leaves a harmful alkaline 
deposit on the covering. 


Never use soaps containing 
alkali, for they tend to destroy 
the linseed oil content of the 
linoleum. 
Compounds made for cleaning 
porcelain sinks and tubs should 
never be used on linoleum, for 
they usually contain abrasive ma- 
terial which will scratch the sur- 
face of the floor covering. 

These small scratches soon fill 
with dirt and make future clean- 
ings more difficult. And they cut 
down on the life of the linoleum. 

After the floor is clean and dry, 
apply a thin coat of either liquid 
or paste wax. However, be sure 
the wax is manufactured for the 
purpose of maintaining linoleum. 
Apply -protective finishes as often 
as needed. 

A good habit to form is to wipe 
up anything that is spilled as soon 
as possible. Even clear water left 
standing on the linoleum tends to 
soften it so that it is damaged by 
ordinary traffic. 

This can be proved by soaking a 
piece -of ordinary felt-base floor 
covering in clear water for about 
an hour. At the end of this time, 
the surface paint can be peeled off 
with the fingers. 

Check the furniture occasionally 
to see that unprotected legs are 
not making dents in the linoleum. 
The use of casters or flat, smooth 
gliders on the legs of chairs and 
other furniture will help to keep 
linoleum in good condition. 


For further protection, remove 
protruding nails from shoes be- 
fore they have a chance to scar 


floor coverings. 

Sometimes scratched or marred 
areas can be partially “healed” by 
occasional rubbing with boiled lin- 
The linoleum should be 
thoroly washed before application 
and all excess oil should be re- 
moved.—A. W. Ranninger, Carroll 
County, lowa.

2. Or patronage dividends must 
be paid in the form of certificates 
of indebtedness payable within a 
period of not more than two years, 
and must pay 3 per cent interest. 

This last provision would upset 
a good many cooperatives who use 
a five- or ten-year revolving fund. 
That means a cooperative may 
take the patronage dividends of 
1950 and plan to pay them back in 
1956. In 1950, they pay up on the 
dividends earned in 1944.

Labor will be short. Lots shorter 
than this summer. On farm ma- 


chinery, Secretary Brannan says | 


farmers need 15 per cent more new 
machines than in 1949 and 20 per 
cent more repair parts. 

Brannan says farmers will need 
33 per cent more field crop spray- 
ers than they bought in 1949, 19 
per cent more corn pickers, 29 per 
cent more field and forage harvest- 
ers, 160 per cent more cotton pick- 
ers, 25 per cent more pick-up wire 
and twine balers, and 29 per cent 
more water systems. 


What does war news add up 
to? Are we going to have re- 
newed fighting on a big scale 
in Korea soon? 

Most guesses are that we'll con- 
tinue to have a war of nerves in 


Korea, plus some shooting. No 
peace, no full-scale war, more ar- 

For farmers, it seems safe to 
count on continuation of the draft 
and spending for arms in 1952 that 
will amount to 15 to 20 per cent of 
the national income.
